Longevity Pay Return 
Likely in 1936 Budget 


There is every indication that the Bu- 
reau of the Budget in drafting its esti- 
mates for presentation to Congress in 
January will place the administration's 
stamp of approval on restoration not 
only of full base pay but also of longev- 
ity pay. 

While the public and a large percent- 
age of Congress do not realize the fact, 
the six uniform services are receiving 
virtually a 10 per cent pay cut now as 
compared with.5 per cent for the balance 
of the government. This results from 
the withholding of longevity pay. The 
completion of this fiscal year, next June, 
will mark three full years during which 
longevity increases have been denied. 
As longevity pay is based on three-year 
periods this means that every officer in 
the six uniformed services (with the 
exception of those in the upper grades 
already receiving their maximum longev- 
ity pay) is being penalized one full fogy, 
or 5 per cent of his base pay in addition 
to the 5 per cent blanket economy loss 
imposed on eyeryone. 

To be fully effective the restoration 
would have to be accompanied by legis- 
lation restoring the service since July 1, 
1932, to the credit of officers. The comp- 
troller general has ruled that the econ- 
omy act means that these three years 
do not exist as far as service credit for 
pay purposes is concerned. Thus should 
Congress merely authorize the resump- 
tion of longevity pay it would mean that 
everyone would lose one full fogy. 

However, it is believed that the Bu- 
reau of the Budget itself will recommend 
correction of this obvious error. The 
cost is not great and the injustice falls 
most heavily on the junior officers. 


It is estimated that full restoration of 
longevity pay would cost only $899,450 
for the Army; $580,000 for the Navy, 
and $94,000 for the Marine Corps. How- 
ever, if the Comptroller General’s inter- 
pretation should hold and the three 
years’ credit be knocked out it would be 
very small indeed, in fact, for the Army 
the cost of restoring longevity with the 
three years’ credit denied would be only 
$91,100.

Navy Completes Bill 


To Increase Personnel 


After months of study, proposed legis- 
lation to authorize additional line offi- 
cers needed for a treaty strength Navy 
has at last been completed by the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. It will be presented 
to Secretary of the Navy Swanson with- 
in the next few days, probably next 
week, and then sent to the President. 

As finally approved by Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam D. Leahy, USN, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, the proposed bill pro- 
vides for increasing the authorized 
strength of the Line of the Navy to 
7,000 officers by increasing the number 
of appointments to the Naval Academy. 
At the present time, the number of mid- 
shipmen is governed by a limitation of 
three appointments to each member of 
Congress, The bill would permit an in- 
crease to four and then five appoint- 
ments. This would permit the attain- 
ment of 7,000 officers in about ten to fit- 
teen years. 

Several details of the proposed bill 
will be presented to the Secretary by 
Admiral Leahy in alternative form. One 
of these will be the important feature of 
distribution of the increase into the va- 
rious grades. Retention of the present 
percentages would mean, eventually 15 
ndditional flag officers and 60 additional 
captains. While the United States Navy 
is considerably below the British Navy 
and proportionately below other naval 
powers in the number of officers in the 
high ranks, it is felt that Congress 
might balk at such an increase. Not de- 
siring to endanger the passage of the 
bill, an alternative proposal has been 
drawn up for the Secretary’s considera- 
tion, which would limit the number of 
captains and rear admirals in peace time 
to a set figure, probably about 20 to 25 
additional captains and five or six addi- 
tional flag officers, 

Admiral Leahy is planning to recom- 
mend to the Secretary that a provision 
be included in the bill authorizing the 
appointment of a limited number of vice 
admirals and admirals under permanent 
commissions. Such legislation has long 
been desired by the Navy. Whether or 
not Congress would accept it if Secre- 
tary Swanson does, is problematical. 

Officials of the Bureau are reluctant 
to insert such provisions into the bill, 
even though they regard them as very 
desirable. The objeet of primary impor- 
tance, they state, is to secure the in- 
creased officers, and questions of addi- 
tional captains and rear admirals, and 
permanent rank for admirals and vice 
admirals are of secondary importance. 

A decision by the Secretary is ex- 
pected within a short time and it is the 
plan to take the matter informally to 
the President before sending it to the 
Bureau of the Budget. If the President 
approves, the bill will go to Congress in 
January, 

Meanwhile, the President has ap- 
proved an increase in the enlisted 
strength of the Navy of 10,000 men and 
in the Marine Corps of 1,000 men. By 
the end of the next fiscal year the er 
listed strength of the Navy will rea» 
about 92,500. However, as the increa

“It looks as if diplomacy could do little, if anything, to break the deadlock 
over the naval negotiations,” comments the Philadelphia Inquirer. “None of the 
three Powers concerned shows the slightest inclination to retreat from its 
position. * * * 

“The President is determined to maintain the present 5-5-3 ratio. Thus if Japan 
increases her navy beyond that proportion the United States will keep pace with 
her. * * ® 

“Assuming that Japan sticks to her guns—and there is no indication that she 
will not—-a policy of enlarged construction will be adopted by the Administration, 
which has all along stood for the highest naval efficiency. It may be that its un- 
flinching attitude on this point will cause Japan to hesitate at a costly competition ; 
but so far there are no signs of it. Left to itself, the British Government might 
have been more hesitant. But public opinion in Great Britain would not support 
a decline in British naval power against an increase in that of the other two na- 
tions. Here are all the, elements of a complete deadlock.” 





“The prospects for a successful naval conference in 1935 are not enhanced by 
the gradual revealing of what Japan has in mind,” the New York Times states. 
“Her proposals, as put forth in the conversations at London, cannot be acceptable 
to either Great Britain or the United States. They call for absolute equality of 
tonnage, the abolition of existing ratios and definitions of ‘offensive’ and ‘defensive’ 


vessels. Japan’s proposals, if accepted, would give her absolute mastery over the 


seas of the Far East. That the British have found these proposals ‘disagreeable’ is 
easily understandable. To the Americans they will be at least equally unpalat- 
able. * * * 

“That Japan expects her proposals to be accepted without severe amendment 
is not probable. She may be prepared, however, to declare her independence of the 
rest of the world in naval matters as she has declared it in the matter of the main- 
land of Asia. One thing seems certain. If she is not prepared to amend, or to com- 
promise, there will hardly be a naval conference in 1935. And if the naval con- 
versations now going on in London reveal the same adamant nationalisms that char- 
acterized the Geneva effort of 1927, the effort will be fruitless. But hope for agree- 
ments need not be abandoned until the last word has been spoken. Never did the 
world need international cooperation in every respect more than it does today.”

will be acquired gradually, an average 
strength of 88,000 men will prevail for 
the year, under the approved budget esti- 
mates. The increase from the present 
strength—82,500—-is to furnish addi- 
tional personnel for new ships going into 
commission and meet deficiencies in 
ships already in service. 

Now that the elections have been held, 
it is expected the special committee of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
headed by Representative Patrick H. 
Drewry of Virginia, which was directed 
to study and report on the question of 
Navy Staff Corps promotion, will be get- 
ting busy. Named after an impass was 
reached in the latter days of the last 
Congress, with directions to report back 
at the coming session, the group has 
dione nothing so far but is expected to 
meet within the coming month. The 
most persistent critic of the bill sent up 
from the Navy Department last year, 
Representative Fred A. Britten, did not 
survive the Democratic landslide. Mr. 
Britten, former chairman of the com- 
mittee and a staunch Navy supporter, 
fought the bill all through last Spring's 
hearings. 





Select Medical Captains 

The President has approved the find- 
ings of the Medical Corps Selection 
Board’s recommendations for the pro- 
motion of Capt. John Benjamin Dennis, 
MC, USN, and Capt. Charles 8. J. But- 
ler, MC, USN, to the rank of rear admi- 
ral in the Medical Corps. 

Captain Dennis is on duty with the 
Naval Retiring Board, Naval Examining 
Board and Board of Medical Examiners, 
Navy Department. He was born in 
Salisbury, Md., July 23,, 1874, and was 
a graduate of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania, class of 1895. He was com- 
missioned as assistant surgeon in the 
— Corps of the Navy on May 20, 


During the Spanish-American War, 
Captain Dennis was attached to the USS 
Oregon. In 1916 he was given charge 
of the Naval Dispensary, Washington, 
D. C.,, where he remained until 1920, 
For his service in. that capacity during 
‘the World War, he was awarded a spe- 
elal letter of commendation by the Navy 
Department. 





In 1920, Captain Dennis was in com- 
mand of the Naval Hospital, Great 
Lakes, Il, and from 1928 until 1930 
commanded the Naval Hospital, Phila- 
celphia. He was appointed assistant to 
the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery in January, 1931, and in 
June, 1933, was appointed to the Naval 
Examining Board. His home is at Salis- 
bury, Md. 

Captain Butler is in command of the 
Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, N. Y. He was 
born in Bristol, Tenn., March 1, 1875, 
and was a graduate of the University of 
Virginia, class of 1897, He was com- 
missioned an assistant surgeon in the 
Medical Corps of the Navy Oct. 25, 1900. 

During the World War, Captain But- 
ler was the senior medical officer on duty 
in the Virgin Islands and commanding 
officer of the Naval Hospital, St. Thomas, 
V. I., and was awarded a letter of com- 
mendation by the Navy Department for 
that service. He was on duty in com- 
mand of the Naval Medical School, 
Washington, D. C., from July, 1921, to 
May, 1924, when he was assigned to 
duty as sanitary engineer in the Repub- 
lic of Haiti. He continued on duty in 
Haiti until June 15, 1927, when he was 
again assigned to duty in command of 
the U. 8. Naval Medical School in Wash- 
ington. 

Captain Butler was awarded the dec- 
oration of “Honnoeur et Merito” by the 
President of the Republic of Haiti. His 
home is in Bristol, Tenn.

Legion Launches Defense Cam- 
paign 
Declaring that for four years in suc- 


cession it has defined in resolutions its 
stand on National Defense, the American 


legion at its convention in Miami, Fla.,’ 


decided to launch an intensive campaign 
tocarry its program into execution. 

The Convention directed : 

"1, That all Posts be advised of their 
congressmen’s votes on the questions of 
National Defense. 

"2. That our officers inform every 
senator and representative in Congress 
as to our program for an adequate na- 
tional defense, and that we insist upon 
Congress providing for it at the earliest 
practicable moment, 

“3. The National Publicity Director in 
operation with the National Defense 
committee shall stage an intensive pub- 
lieity campaign on National Defense.” 

The report of the Legion’s National 
Defense Committee, made by Maj. Gen. 
Amos A, Fries, USA-Ret., which was 
udopted by the convention, is as follows: 

“We believe that America will never seek 
iwar and that an unprepared America in- 
vies attack. We believe in an America 
pace-loving and intent on peace, but strong 
ough to insure and enforce the peace. 
We know that the’ pitiably small army in 
fistence at the start of every war has never 
kept us out of war and never will. We are 
opposed to the disarmament of the United 
States for the purposes of economy, or as 
® acclaimed means to bring about world 
pace, or as an example which some persons 
hope other nations will follow. 

“Among the armies of the world the Amer- 
2 ranks seventeenth in strength and 
imong the navies the American ranks third, 
tthough this nation ranks fourth in popula- 
ton and first in wealth. 

‘The nations having larger armies than 
the United States are as follows (these num- 
bets include the active armies and trained 
reaerves) :

“For the Army we recommend: 


"1. A reguiar Army of 14,000 officers and 
165,000 enlisted men. 

“2. A National Guard of 210,000 enlisted 
men with the proper complement of officers, 
and with adequate provisions for forty-eight 
weekly drills and fifteen days’ annual train 
ing; the necessary additional officers and 
enlisted men above the present strength of 
190,000 to be provided for by Congress in 
four increments of 5,000 enlisted men each 
beginning with the fiscal year 1936. 

“8. A reserve corps of 120,000 officers (the 
minimum number to meet initial mobiliza- 
tion) with a cycle of training so arranged 
each year as to maintain a standard reason- 
ably efficient throughout the corps, with 
provision for the training of at least 30,000 
reserve officers for the next fiscal year. 

“4. A Reserve Officers Training Corps in 
each qualified school and college desiring it 
so as to provide the necessary source of 
supply for the Officers Reserve Corps with 
the continuation of the six weeks annual 
camp for the advanced course studnts. 

“>. Citizens Military Training Camps fer 
not less than 50,000 youths per year for one 
month. The procurement for the Citizens 
Military Training Camps should be a major 
objective of the American Legion, 

“6. Adequate peace time supplies and plan 
ning for procurement in time of emergencies 

“7, Sufficient appropriation for the con 
duct, of the National Rifle Matches, the small 
arms firing school and a reasonable amount 
of arms, ammunition and target supplies 
for every regularly organized civilian rifle 
club, both senior and junior, making appli 
eation therefor. 

“8. The Legion commends the studies be- 
ing made by the joint Army and Navy Se- 
lective Service Committee in the War and 
Navy Departments for the use of our man 
power in the event of a major emergency. 
We desire to especially commend the adop 
tion by these agencies of the sound policy of 
no permanent exemptions from service. 

“9. We endorse the principles of the Clark 
Thompson Bill presented to the last Con- 
gress to increase the regular Army strength 
by 40,000 enlisted men and 2,000 officers, and 
we recommend, and as a temporary expedi- 
ent only, short enlistments of one year, the 


detail of officers from the National Guard 
of the United States and Officers Reserve 
Corps, for this expansion as a means of 


increasing the training and thereby the effi- 
clency of the reserve components and meet- 
ing the economic needs of those efficient offi- 
cers who are without civil employment, 

“10. We favor the abolition of every Army 
Post and Military Station and Naval Station | 
which is not necessary to adequate prepar- | 
edness for a national emergency, and we 
recommend the expenditure of the necessary 
amount of money with which to place neces- 





facilities for the families of officers and en- 
listed men. 

“11. We recommend the immediate mod- 
ernization of our entire military establish- 
ment and urge particularly that from funds 
now authorized for use on public works, and 
from additional funds to be provided by 
Congress, there be allotted amounts sufficient 
for the motorization of the regular Army 
and National Guard, for mechanization of a 
reasonable number of tactical units of the 
regular Army, and for making good existing 
shortages in the Army Air Corps program. 

“12. In the interest of economy and in 
justice to all services, we are of the opinion 
retirement laws for Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps personnel should be identical. We 
favor the elimination, under equitable meth 
of all officers who do not measure up 
standards, and the filling of 
vacancies thus created by junior qualified 
officers brought in at the bottom. 

“13. We believe Army and Navy penal in 
stitutions should be abolished and military 
and naval prisoners sentenced to servitude 
for major offenses should be sent to estab 
lished Federal penitentiaries, and those 
members of the service who are convicted 
of the less serious types of peace time of- 
fenses should be discharged from the service 
and their places in the ranks filled by men 
who are deserving and willing to live under 
military and naval discipline. 

“14. The American Legion desires to assist 
in every reasonable manner the effort now 
being made by the Department of Justice 
and the police departments throughout the 
country to disarm the law-breaker, the crook 
and the racketeer. However, many well- 
meaning Federal and state officials and like 
wise many societies and individuals are un 
wittingly advancing proposals from time to 
time which, if enacted into laws, would dis- 
arm the law-abiding, honest citizen and fail 
to reach the crook and thus adversely affect 
national defense. The American Legion is, 
therefore, opposed to the enactment of leg- 
islation which would prohibit the purchase 
and possession of weapons by honest citi-

“Por the Navy an adequate national de- 
fense requires: 

“1, A treaty Navy and men to man it. 

“2. Immediate construction of sufficient 
ships to bring our Navy up to treaty 
strength. 

“3. Immediate increase of regular naval 
enlisted personnel to 91,400 men to properly 
man our present ships and stations, with a 
proportionate increase in officer personnel. 

“4. Further increases in officer and en- 
listed personnel of the regular Navy to man 
additional ships as they are built in bring- 
ing the Navy up to treaty strength. 

“5. For the Naval and Marine Corps Re- 
serve funds to provide forty-eight drills and 
fifteen days of active duty training in each 
ear. 

“6. That ships now detailed on Great 
Lakes for training purposes be replaced with 
ships more up to date and in keeping with 
the present type of ship now in general 
service, 


AIR FORCES 


“1, We strongly oppose the curtailment of 
pre-existing services of the Aeronautical 
Section of the Department of Commerce and 
recommend that sufficient funds be made 
available to carry on the work as heretofore. 

“2. The American Legion is opposed to the 
consolidation of the air services of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps within a single de- 
partment for national defense. 

“3. We especially recommend an adequate 
air defense of the coasts and possessions of 
the United States. 

“4, We recommend appropriation by Con- 
gress of sufficient funds to provide adequate 
flying hours for air officers of all reserve 
components. 

“In conclusion, we invite the attention of 
the President, the Congress of the United 
States, and the public to the fact that prep- 
aration for an adequate national defense as 
indicated in this resolution performs a two- 
fold. purpose; that of guaranteeing the 
safety of the United States and of assisting 
in the economic recovery of our country. 

“The effectiveness of this program depends 
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entirely upon its uniform and energetic ap- 
plication in the several departments of the 
American Legion under the central authority 
of the National Commander and in accord 
with the clear directions of this convention. 
We recommend organization of National De- 
fense Councils in every town. Such councils 
may be patterned after the Illinois plan, and 
should include all service, patriotic, frater- 
nal and civic organizations interested in 
national defense.” 





Secretary Dern’s Tour 


Secretary of War Dern returned to 
Washington this week after a tour that 
took him down the Mississippi inspect- 
ing many of the activities of the Corps 
of Engineers and a number of military 
posts. 

The Secretary told the AkMY AND 
Navy JournaL that he was exceedingly 
interested in the work being done by 
the Army and very much pleased with 
the manner of its execution. Mr. Dern 
was particularly impressed with the ex- 
cellent manner in which Randolph Field, 
Tex., has been developed and with the 
high type of construction there. 

“In comparison,” Mr. Dern said, 
“some of the other military posts with 
their war-time construction look shabby, 
uncomfortable and uneconomical. Cer- 
tainly every effort should be made to 
provide the construction needed at the 
other posts and fields. The need for 
proper housing at some of the posts is 
pressing and should be remedied with all 
possible haste.” 

Mr. Dern was surprised to find the 
dire need of modern construction at Ft. 
Stanley, Tex., an ordnance depot, where 
he said a large amount of ordnance ma- 
terial is housed in old shacks built as 
war-time barracks. “The situation there 
is dangerous,” he declared, “and we are 
running a great risk. Money should be 
provided promptly for modern storage 
facilities there.” 

During his visit the Secretary stopped 
at Rock Island Arsenal, where he was 
very much pleased with the performance 
of an Ordnance Department constructed 
tank which performed for him at the 
rate of 45 miles an hour. He also ob- 
served various operations in the manu- 
facture of anti-aircraft material. 

Mr. Dern was very much pleased with 
the work being done by the Mayo Broth- 
ers at their famous clinic at Rochester, 
Minn., where he observed the sixth an- 
nual Medico-Military Symposium for re- 
serve officers in session. He gave them a 
short talk in the course of which he 
urged, as he did everywhere, the neces- 
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sity for increased regular army person- 
nel. He declared that the regular army 
is the first line of defense, with the Na- 
tional Guard as the second and the Re- 
serves as the third. The latter two, he 
asserted, are trained and ready for ac- 
tion but their strength would need ex- 
panding in an emergency.

Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.—Secretary of 
War George H. Dern arrived at Kelly 
Field at 5:30 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon, November 1, from New Orleans, 
La., aboard a cabin biplane, for an in- 
spection of the extensive army posts and 
fiying field activities in the vicinity of 
San Antonio, one of the greatest military 
eenters in the country. 

Awaiting the first Secretary of War 
to visit San Antonio since Secretary of 
War Newton D. Baker’s inspection here 
during the World War were Maj. Gen. 
Johnson Hagood, commander of the 
Third Army and Eighth Corps Area; 
Col. H. B. Clagett, commander of Kelly 
Field ; Col. John H. Howard, commander 
of Duncan Field; Brig. Gen. Beaumont 
B. Buck, USA-Ret.; Brig. Gen. H. J. 
Brees, commander of the Second Field 
Artillery Brigade; Maury Maverick, 
Democratic nominee for Congress; Col. 
W. B. Tuttle, senior officer of the Re-

Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that the USS Mac- 
Donough, destroyer, now under construc- 
tion at the Boston Navy Yard will be 
placed in commission under command of 
Comdr.

Navy Enlisted Strength 

An increase in the enlisted strength of 
the Navy to 93,000 men by June 30, 1936, 
has been approved by the Bureau of the 

tudget, Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
has announced. 

The Secretary stated that there would 
be an average strength of 88,000 during 
the next fiscal year if Congress approved 
the increase, and that by the end of the 
year the strength would be about 93,000. 
The present strength, he stated, is 82,500. 

Asked about the Marine Corps strength 
for the next year, the Secretary stated: 
“That is undetermined yet. I don’t like 
to say anything until the Budget acts.” 

The Secretary stated that additional 
officers would also be needed for the new 
ships.

IT IS AN ENCOURAGING SIGN TO THE SERVICES that Secretary Dern 
and Secretary Swanson, in public statements, have advocated increases of the 
personnel of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. It is not at all likely that 
they would express publicly, and with such emphasis, their views in this matter 
without knowledge of the attitude of the President. Aside from the intimate 
acquaintance which the latter has with the armed forces, and, especially, the Navy, 
he is far better informed than the average citizen upon world conditions, and the 
dangers to peace they present. Undoubtedly, as a result of his work in the Navy 
Department during the World War, Mr. Roosevelt is impressed with the view that 
the United States, if adequately prepared, will be looked upon by other nations as too 
thorny a rose to be ravished. Therefore, his steps to raise the Navy to treaty 
strength and the preparations Mr. Swanson is making to obtain from Congress an 
additional 2,000 officers and 10,000 enlisted men, besides 1,000 enlisted men for the 
Marine Corps. Therefore, the approval by the President of the Baker Board report 
with its recommendation for the modernization, motorization and mechanization of 
the Army, and the numerous and effective speeches of Secretary Dern in support 
of the proposal for an Army of 14,000 officers and 165,000 men, which carries with 
it the implication of additional appropriations for an enlarged National Guard and 
more training for the ORC, the ROTC and the CMTC. Accompanying the recommen- 
dations for these increases should be adequate pay for the Services and the righting 
of the wrong done to them by the cut in the pensions of the widows of the Regular 
Establishment, as well as promotion reform for both the Army and the Navy. 


SPEAKING OF THE ELECTIONS, some of the outstanding friends of the 
Services were beaten by men who will have to be educated in the matter of our 
needs. We shall miss such strong advocates of National Defense as Senator Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, Representative James. of Michigan, and Representative Britten, of 
Illinois. Mr. Reed, a distinguished veteran of the World War, was the dependable 
champion of an adequately strong United States, of a modern, well equipped and 
well paid Army and a Treaty Navy. He made an excellent chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, and later, as a minority member, he exercised strong influence 
in obtaining essential funds, and in preventing a reduction of the strength of the 
Army and other damaging legislation. Admittedly, he was an expert on promotion, 
and his wise judgment on this subject will handicap the War Department in obtain- 
ing a proper solution. Mr. James’ congressional life was bound up in the Army. By 
personal inspection—he has flown approximately 100,000 miles in visiting posts in 
the United States and Panama—he obtained an intimate knowledge of conditions, It 
was he who labored so energetically for better housing for the Service, which is well 
on its way to attainment. It was he who abandoning his support of a Department of 
National Defense, promoted in season and out of season the welfare of the Air 
Corps, and it was merely his conviction that the planes available were insufficient 
in numbers and not bought in accordance with the law that caused him to join in 
the investigation of plane purchases and to approve the report which treated Major 
yeneral Foulois so unjustly. He had planned to play an important part in promotion 
reform during the coming session, and in this connection has been in close touch 
with the work of the General Council of the War Department. The only explanation 
of his defeat was the democratic sweep of the Michigan peninsula due to the large 
distribution of relief funds among the miners there. During the time Representative 
Britten was chairman of the House Naval Committee, that body worked hand in 
hand with the Navy Department in the upbuilding of the Navy. He was responsible 
for the extension of selection in promotion, which, as it is working out in injustice, 
is to be deplored, but Mr. Britten was convinced his measure would assure increased 
efficiency of personnel. He was a friend of naval aviation and of dirigible con- 
struction, in fact, generally of what he believed would strengthen the Fleet. To 
repeat, we shall miss these men, and express the hope of the Services that their 
eclipse is only temporary. 


THROUGHOUT THE NATION TOMORROW, and, indeed, throughout the world, 
will* be celebrated Armistice Day. It will be an anniversary which will cause the 
minds of men to reflect upon their present situation and upon what has transpired 
since the “war to end wars” was brought to a close. From the holocaust which 
terminated sixteen years ago we are suffering from the effects of a depression now 
entering upon its sixth year, twenty million persons in the United States alone are 
upon relief, our government is bearing a national debt greater than ever in history, 
capital and labor are involved in a struggle the end of which no one can foresee, 
the country is off the gold standard and prices of necessities are rising largely as a 
result of it, and redistribution of wealth may be expected to be the indirect conse- 
quence of national policies. Looking abroad, we see like conditions. Everywhere 
we find nationalism more virulent than ever, relations between powerful countries 
in a state of extreme tension, with wars threatening, larger armaments than were 
possessed before the World War, and a struggle for trade, as well as for territory in 
the Far East, which contains the growing germs of strife. Even in the negotiations 
to maintain peace, we find, as in the case of the reduction of armaments conferences 
in London, causes of conflict, which justify their termination. The veterans, in com- 
mon with all their countrymen, including those in the Army and the Navy who 
would bear the brunt of attack, are anxious that the United States shall remain at 
peace. And because those who fought for the Flag know that in such a troubled 
world weakness invites aggression, they are determined in their advocacy of a 
sufficient Fleet and a sufficient Regular Army and efficient components, Well pro- 
tected, the American people can and will work out to that prosperity which is the 
goal of all of us.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 








Army Promotion—Gossip as to the full significance of the promotion bill drafted 
by the War Department General Council continued rife in Washington this week. 
The question of a proper classification label for the Council’s measure con- 


tinned to be a subject for discussion. Proponents of the bill insist that it 
is not a selection bill and that it is wrong to say that it embodies the 
features of the “selection up” system. They contend that the board 
of general officers to which the bill assigns the task of deciding who is 


and who is not qualified for the duties of the next higher grade (applicable for all 
grades including major and above) is not a selection board. Although the bill has 
not been made public it is generally known that it provides that this board of gen- 
eral officers shall make these selections, or designations or whatever they should 
be called, each year and that promotions from major to lieutenant colonel and from 
lieutenant colonel to colonel shall be made, in the order of promotion list seniority, 
from the list of eligibles thus designated. Any officer, regardless of his position on 
the promotion list, who is not designated as qualified for promotion at least once 
in a given number of years, said to be four, will be retired. It is contended that this 
is not selection up any more than the old pre-war system of professional examina- 
tions for promotion was selection. Under the examination system, it is argued, offi- 
cers were required to attain a certain standard in written examinations; under the 
proposed system he must maintain his professional qualifications so that his fitness 
is reflected in his record. The board, they contend, instead of marking his papers 
examine his record, On this basis it is claimed that the bill is not a selection bill. 
Those who are opposed to selection, however, maintain that the recommended bil) 
is “selection up” basing their contention on the discretion vested in the board té 
pick an officer as qualified or not qualified for promotion and thus controlling his 
destinies. 

As to the “selection out’ features of the bill there seems to be no disagreement 
as to the accuracy of the designation. The board is said to be vested with the 
power to separate from the active list as many promotion list officers as it may 
deem necessary, within the prescribed limits of total attrition set in the bill. These 
may be in any grade or rank and distributed through the grades and ranks accord- 
ing to what the board considers necessary for the purpose of assuring a satisfactory 
flow of promotion. The only inhibition on the board’s powers in this respect, it is 
understood is that its activities are confined to promotion list officers. Older offi- 
cers compare this power with that of the so-called “Benzine Boards” of years 
ago, which selected officers for separations from the active list. 

It is held by the bill’s sponsors that the board will not have to exercise its 
selection out power to any great extent. They are hopeful that the other methods of 
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attrition would produce sufficient separations—that is, present laws governing re. 
tirements and discharges plus the voluntary retirements permitted under the pro- 
posed bill and the retirement of officers not designated for promotion at least Once 
in a given number of years. 

The bill is said to have been drafted by the council as an ideal permanent pro- 
motion system and not as a bill to correct the present evils. It is true that some 
of its features are aimed to help alleviate the present ills, but the general features 
are contended to have been drafted for permanency. About the only concessions tp 
those who want to ease the present problem is the fact that voluntary retirements 
are permitted only to officers admitted in the 1920 expansion. or prior to that time 
thus permitting the “hump” to be reduced by as many who want to take advantage 
of this feature. The long urged expedient of increasing the percentages in the upper 
grades in order to permit the officers of the hump to move up was turned down by the 
council which is believed to have held that the present distribution in grades is what 
is desired in a permanent measure. However, they are said to have agreed to permit 
any grade to be increased temporarily by a number equal to about one-fourth of the 
number of world war officers in that grade. This temporary increase would he 
compensated for by decreasing the percentage of lieutenants allowed. 

It is understood that the bill contains some provision for higher temporary 
rank in peace time, but that this higher rank would not permit higher pay o 
higher position on the relative list. 


Congressional Klections—An analysis of the election returns shows losses 
particularly on the Republican side, on the National Defense committees of the 
two Houses of Congress. Senators beaten for reelection include Mr. Reed, of Penp. 
sylvania, a strong supporter of the Army and Navy whose work has been particy. 
larly effective upon the Military and Appropriations Committees, Mr. Patterson, of 
Missouri, member of the Military Committee, Mr. Goldsborough, of Maryland, who 
resigned to run without success for the Governorship of Maryland, and Mr. Keap, 
of New Jersey, members of the Naval Committee. Reelected were Senators Cutting 
of New Mexico, who scraped through, and Austin, of Vermont, members of the 
Military Committee. Of the War Department subcommittee of the Committee op 
Appropriations, Representative Collins, of Mississippi, was beaten in his race for 
the Senate, Representative Parks’ election continues in doubt, and Representative 
Blanton was returned safely. Both Republican members of this committee—Boltop 
and Powers—were reelected. Of the Navy Department subcommittee of the Appro- 
priations Committee, Representative Ayres resigned. Representative Cary, of Ken- 
tucky, who has been reelected probably will be the chairman of the subcommittee. 
Representatives Hart, of Michigan, and Swick, of Pennsylvania, were defeated, It 
is not at all improbable that the Naval subcommittee and possibly the War Depart- 
ment subcommittee will be reorganized. 

In respect to the Naval Affairs Committee, all the Democratic members were 
reelected, save Mr. Burke, who failed to run again. Beaten were Messrs. Britten, 
of Illinois, Strong, of Pennsylvania, Higgins, of Connecticut and Elste, of Call- 
fornia. With the exception of Representative Coffin, of Idaho, all the Democratic 
members of the Military Committee were reelected. The Republican losses included 
Representatives James, of Michigan, Cochran, of Pennsylvania, Goss of Connecticut, 
and Carter, of Wyoming. Goss’ defeat is in part attributed to his activity in the 
investigation by the Rogers committee, which assailed Major General Foulois, 
Because of the small Republican representative in both Houses, members of this 
political faith will be called upon to serve on several committees, which will prevent 
them from giving to Army and Navy matters the attention they deserve. 


To Establish Marine Corps Museum—Battle trophies, historical flags and records, 
tracing the history of the United States Marine Corps from the time of its birth 
159 years ago to the present, will shortly be housed in a new museum to be built 
by enlisted men at the Marine Base, Quantico, Virginia. 

Announcement of the project for the building of the new museum was made 
this week by Maj. Gen. John H. Russell,, Commandant of the Corps, in connection 
with the Marine Corps’ birthday. It was on November 10, 1775, that Congress 
by resolution authorized the raising of two battalions of Marines for service in the 
American revolution. 

Recruiting for the two battalions was begun immediately at the old Tu 
Tavern in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and some thought has been given to making 
the new museum a replica of the old hostelry. 

The construction, to be carried on by the enlisted men of the Corps, will be 
done without cost to the Government. This is made possible by earnings accuml- 
lated over a number of years by post exchanges and canteens maintained 
Marine Corps posts and stations for the benefit of those in the service. 

The building will cost about $40,000 and the site will be selected by a board 
The need for a Marine Corps museum has become increasingly evident in recent 
years. Valuable historical records, battle flags and trophies have been scattered 
throughout the service for want of proper housing facilities. With the completion 
of the new building, all of these will be gathered together in one central spot 
In addition, space will be provided for displays of old and modern uniforms, arms 
and equipment. 

A gallery will house service pictures and the many paintings which have beet 
presented to the Corps and which are now hanging in various posts, wherever 
space is available. There will also be a pictorial transition of the Marine Corp 
over its 159 years of service. 

A warehouse now stands on the site of the old Tun Tavern, but there ar 
many paintings and drawings to permit a perfect reproduction of the building. 
A temporary reproduction was built for the Marine Corps exhibit at the Sesqul- 
centennial Exposition in Philadelphia in 1926. 

The original tavern was once the most popular in Philadelphia and thus lest 
itself well to recruiting for the first battalions of the Corps. It was located 0 
Water street near the Delaware River. 

Immediately after the passage of the resolution authorizing the formation of 
a Marine Corps, the Continental Congress directed General Washington to furnish 
men for it from the Army. It was after he protested against taking men rom 
the Army for the Corps, that John Hancock, president of the Congress, commis 
sioned Samuel Nichols as Captain of Marines and he became the first commandant 
of the Corps. Nichols began his recruiting at the tavern at once. 

The birthday of the Corps will be celebrated at every Marine station today. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Henry L. Roosevelt and the Major General = 
mandant, Maj. Gen. John H. Russell, will speak at ceremonies to be held unde 
the auspices of the American Legion at Gadsby’s Tavern in Alexandria.

National Guard Urges Triennial 
Mobilization Test; 15-Day 


Training 
A regular program of virtual war- 
strength mobilization once every three 
years is to be urged by the National 


Guard Association of the United States 
as the results of resolutions adopted at 
its convention in Nashville, Tenn. 

Officers of the Association will ask 
Congress to appropriate sufficient funds 
to permit the training of the National 
Guard at full peace-strength with its full 
complement of war-strength and peace- 
strength enlisted men triennially, each 
test to include at least 15 days train- 
ing which will include training in high- 
er units. 

It is planned to have the initial test 
mobilization, with war-strength enlisted 
personne! during the calendar year 1926, 

Also on the Association’s program are 
projects which it will urge for the bene- 
fit of the Regular Army. More appropria- 
tions for travel of regular Army instruc- 
tors is to be sought, as well as higher 
allowances for regular Army sergeant 
instructors, higher rank for Air Corps 
Instructors, and General Staff Corps as- 
signments for regular officers who have 
been on duty with the National Guard. 

The Association adopted a resolution 
vigorously supporting the movement that 
educational orders be authorized for 
munitions manufacturers so that they 
may be better prepared for emergency 
production. In the same resolution the 
Association expressed its “disapproval of 
the manufacture of arms, equipment and 
ammunition for sale to various coun- 
tries.” 

The text, in some cases summaries, of 
resolutions adopted by the Association, 
(in addition to those published in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL last week) are 
as follows: 


Instructors 
of National Guard 


Regular Army 
Whereas, allotments 
tureau funds for travel of Regular Army 
Instructors has been cut eighty (80%) per 

cent of the former allowance; and 

Whereas, This situation deprives the units 
of the National Guard of valuable instruc- 
tion and assistance and consequent loss of 
efficiency; therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, That this Convention 
of the National Guard Association of the 
United States urge the National Guard Bu 
reau to increase the aforesaid allowance 


Additional Caretakers 

To secure an additional appropriation for 
caretaker purposes and employment of per- 
manent all-time men or employees in the 
sum approximately $1,045,200 on account of 
horsedrawn artillery regiments being motor- 
ized and to employ sufficient mechanics for 
the proper maintenance and care of equip- 
ment, ete. That all caretakers or permanent 
employee funds be allocated to the states 
in a lump sum to be used by state author- 
ities. 





N. G. GSC Duty 


RESOLVED, That the National Guard As- 
sociation of the United States in convention 
assembled, views with satisfaction the policy 
of the Chief of Staff in permitting officers 
of the National Guard component of the 
Army of the United States to serve on the 
War Department General Staff for the same 
period of time as Officers of the Regular 
Army; and the distribution of these officers, 
one in each of the five divisions of the War 
Department General Staff. 





Appointments to West Point 


RESOLVED By the National Guard Asso- 
ciation In convention assembled at Nashville, 
Tenn., this 19th day of October, 1934, That 
the sub-committee in charge of carrying out 
Resolution No. 18 of the Norfolk convention 
regarding admissions to the United States 
Military Academy, be and it is, hereby in- 
structed that it is the sense of this Associa- 
tion that the future allotment of vacancies 
to the National Guard of the various states 
should be based upon the representation of 
each State admitted to the Academy since 
the enactment of the present law, May 4th, 
1916. 


Regular Instructions for GSC 

Whereas, The present War Department 
policy with respect to assignment of officers 
on the General Staff practically prohibits 
any officer serving as an instructor with the 
National Guard from serving on the General 
Staff, which policy we believe is not in- 
tended by the Secretary of War and should 
be immediately modified in order that these 
splendid Regular Army officers who are ren- 
dering such efficient service to our com- 
ponent of the Army may receive the con- 
sideration which in our opinion is justly 
their due; 

Therefore, BE IT RESOLVED, That the 
Executive Committee of this Association be 
directed to present to the Secretary of War 
the facts with respect to this matter and 
request an immediate modification of the 
present policy in order that Regular Army 
officers serving the National Guard of the 
United States may not in any wise be penal- 
ized, and in the future the membership of 
the War Department General Staff and the 
classes and faculties of the service schools 
will include the large percentage of regular 
army officers who have had actual experi- 
ence with the National Guard. 


Higher Rank for Air Instructors 

BP IT RESOLVED By The National 
Guard Association of the United States, that 
if provision is made for increased rank for 
Army Air Corps officers while in comand 
of Regular Army squadrons, Instructors as- 
signed to the Air Corps units ef the Na- 
tional Guard be given the temporary rank 
equal to that held by Squadron Commanders 
of the regular Air Corps; and 

Be It FURTHER RESOLVED, That the 
Air officer on duty in the National Guard 
Bureau be given the temporary grade of 
Lieutenant Colonel, and the Assistant Air 
Officer be given the temporary grade of 
Major while on such duty. 


Sergeant-Instructors’ Allowances 

Whereas, There have been certain reduc- 
tions and curtailments in the rental allow- 
ance of the sergeant-instructors on duty 
with the National Guard; and 

Whereas, It is impossible in many cases 
for a sergeant instructor to obtain appropri- 
ate quarters under the present rate; 

Therefore, BE IT RESOLVED by the Na- 
tional Guard Association of the United 
States, That the Congress of the United 
States be requested to enact legislation au- 
thorizing an allowance of $35 per month for 
quarters to each enlisted man of the United 
States Army detailed to duty with the Na- 
tional Guard as sergeant instructor while on 
such duty; that such payments and pay- 
ments heretofore made for rental of quar- 
ters for such non-commissioned officers shall 
be considered as an allowance to the indi- 
dual 


Drill Pay for Hd, Sgts. 

Whereas, The National Guard Regulations, 
as now written, are interpreted by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury to the effect 
that master sergeants enlisted in Headquar- 
ters units may not qualify for armory drill 
pay by performing the administrative duties 
at their Regimental or Battalion Headquar- 
ters, for which they are provided by Tables 
of Organization; 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED by the 
National Guard Association that its Execu- 
tive Committee be directed to make a study 
of the regulations with a view to correcting

Want Franking Privileges 
Whereas, National Guard organizations 


are part of the Army of the United States; 
and 

Whereas, Other components of the Army 
of the United States, to wit, the Regular 
Army and the Organized Reserves, are

To the effect that the President of the 
United States be respectfully requested to 
furnish for the use of the National Guard 
ambulances comparable to those now in use 
by the Civilian Conservation Corps, same to 
be purchased from funds other than those 
contained in appropriations of the National 
Guard, and on the basis of two such am- 
bulances for each field training camp. 


Ist TA. in Regimental Hds, 

To have the Tables of Organization 
amended so as to provide for a first Lieu- 
tenant in regimental headquarters companies 
(Infantry) and to have provision made in 
the budget to cover the pay of such officers. 


Field Artillery Information 

Whereas, In the past the Field Artillery 
School has been permitted to disseminate 
information as to the latest ideas and meth- 
ods pertaining to the arm; and

Whereas, Under the Tables of Organization 
for an Infantry Battalion (Peace Strength), 
no Staff is provided, and the Ist Lieutenant 
commanding the Headquarters Company, is 
required in addition to his other duties, to 
perform all the duties of 8S 1, 2, 3 and 4; 
and 

Whereas, This plan has proven to be im- 
practical and during the field training, said 
officer is unable to properly perform all of 
these diversified duties for lack of time— 
resulting in his being compelled to prac- 
tically surrender the command of his com- 
pany to the 2nd Lieutenant thereof;

Whereas, Certain articles of equipment of

Whereas, The National Guard regiments 
of engineers are required to be trained in 
duties comparable with those of the Regular 
Army; now

committee appointed for this purpose be in- 
structed to request the National Guard Bu- 
reau to hasten the procurement and issu- 
ance of new or modern equipment in place 
of the obsolete equipment above mentioned, 
the replacement to be such as is authorized 
for the Combat Engineers of the regular 
service. 





Munitions Preparedness 
Whereas, Experience in the World War 
revealed that the United States in a major 
emergency can organize, train and transport 
troops of a superior sort at a rate faster 
than munitions can be manufactured for 
their equipment and supply; and 
Whereas, It is essential to success in war 
that American troops be furnished an ade- 
quate supply of the most effective munitions 
the country’s resources and engineering abil- 
ity can produce, which, at the minimum, 
must be equal in quality and quantity at 
all times to those available to the enemy;

efficiency of our military forces depends on

Following the luncheon, at which 300 
army, civic and political leaders listened 
attentively to the Secretary’s speech, he 
visited Brooks and Randolph Fields and 
Camp Stanley, firing range for the 
troops around San Antonio, on the Leon 
Springs military reservation. 

Secretary Dern spent Friday night 
with General Hagood, and on Saturday 
morning troops stood at attention at 
Ft. Sam Houston as he drove out of the 
post and proceeded to the Alamo, cradle 
of Texas liberty.

Maj. Gen. George Windle Read, USA- 
Ret., died at Walter Reed General 
Hospital, Washington, D. C., Nov. 6, 
1934. 

General Read was born in Indianola, 
Iowa, November 19, 1860. He entered 
the U. S. Military Academy July 1, 1879, 
and was graduated and commissioned 
2nd lieutenant, 16th Infantry, June 13, 
1883, and promoted through grades to 
major general, March 8, 1921.

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The Merchant Marine 


The place of the merchant marine on 
a balanced national economy was stressed 
by Governor Eugene Talmadge, of Geor- 
gia, in an address Nov. 1 before the 
National Foreign Trade Council Con- 
vention. 

“Shipping is important both from the 
standpoint of defense and from the 
standpoint of a balanced national econ- 
omy,” Governor Talmadge said. “In this 
dual role it probably is not outranked by 
any other American business. That is 
the reason why shipping is so jealously 
guarded by all nations in the consumma- 
tion of trade agreements. ‘Today, as 
throughout history, merchant vessels 
must be regarded not as a pawn of com- 
mercial negotiations but as the instru- 
ment through which those negotiations 
may be made effective. 

“That does not mean that shipping 
may not be the subject of international 
agreement. Some sort of an agreement 
may ultimately become necessary to pre- 
vent such overtonnaging of the seas as 
would involve all shipping in disaster. 
It does mean, however, that nothing 
should be done to jeopardize the ability 
of individual nations to carry a reason- 
able proportion of the commerce which 
they help to create. Any other course 
would be fraught with grave danger to 
the nation left without ships. 

“A sound foreign trade policy must 
inevitably include ships as a part of the 
transaction. This procedure, unfortun- 
ately, bas not always been followed in 
the past. The result has been a state of 
uncertainty in the realm of shipping 
probably not equalled by any other 
American industry.” 





Current American Shipbuilding 

On Oct. 1, 1934, American Shipyards 
were building or under contract to build 
for private shipowners 41 vessels aggre- 
gating 32,276 gross tons compared with 
48 vessels aggregating 83,446 gross tons 
on Sept. 1, 1934, the Department of 
Commerce announces.

Coast Guard News 

The Secretary of the Treasury has di- 
rected that. with certain minor excep- 
tions, all harbor craft now operated by 
the Customs Service shal] be transferred 
to and operated by the Coast Guard. 

Collectors of Customs are turning over 
the vessels to Coast Guard Area Com- 
manders, with their equipment, person- 
nel, and outfits, and thereafter the boats 
will continue to perform the same duty 
under the direction of the Division Com- 
manders of the Coast Guard. Some 40 
ships are involved. 

The civilian personnel now operating 
the boats will be transferred to the 
Coast Guard in like status, and will con- 
tinue as civilians. It is the intention to 
replace the civilian personnel, from time 
to time, by military personnel as vacan- 
cies occur. 

Hearings will begin before the Bu- 
reau of the Budget on the Coast Guard 
estimates next week. The Commandant 
and the heads of divisions will appear 
before the Budget officials to justify 
their estimates.

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federa) 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended Oct. 31, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,455 
000,000, a decrease of $5,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and of 
$94,000,000 compared with the corre 
sponding week in 1933. 

On Oct. 31, total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,455,000,000, an increase 
of $3,000,000 for the week. This increase 
corresponds with increases of $18,000,00 
in money in circulation and $21,000,00 
in member bank reserve balances, offset 
in part by increases of $9,000,000 ip 
monetary gold stock and $5,000,000 ip 
Treasury and National bank currency 
and decreases of $19,000,000 in Treas 
ury cash and deposits with Federal Re- 
serve banks and $3,000,000 in nonmen- 
ber deposits and other Federal Reserve 
accounts. 

There were practically no changes ip 
the System’s holdings of bills discounted, 
bills bought in open market, and United 
States Government securities. 

During the week the Secretary of the 
Treasury made payments to three Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, in accordance with 
the provisions of Treasury regulations 
issued pursuant to subsection (e) of See 
tion 13b of the Federal Reserve Act, for 
the purpose of enabling such banks to 
make industrial advances. Similar pay- 
ments will be made to other Federal Re 
serve banks upon receipt of their re 
quests by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The amount of the payments so made 
to the Federal Reserve banks is showD 
in the weekly statement against the cap 
tion “Surplus (Section 13b)” to distin 
guish such surplus from surplus derived 
from earnings which is shown against 
the caption “Surplus (Section 7)”. 
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Limitation of Armaments 

As had been predicted, the preliminary 
conversations between Great Britain, Ja- 

nand the United States over the ques- 
tion of naval armaments is rapidly ap- 

ching deadlock. 

The demand of the Japanese for actual 
quality in navies with the two great 
English speaking nations is being stub- 
pornly held to with little likelihood that 
the Nippon Government will accept any 
real compromise. And once again the 
stage is being set so that the only way 
to a further limiting agreement lies in 
the United States “setting an example” 
to the world by giving in to her more 
gationalistiec neighbors. 

It appears, however, that for the sec- 
ond time since limitation of armaments 
tas been the subject of international 
negotiations the American Government is 
ging to substantially stick by its guns 
and refuse to give in more than the 
other fellow. The agreement at Wash- 
ington in 1922 was possible only through 
the United States scrapping its great 
feet built after the World War and by 
signing away the right to fortify in our 
Far Pacific possessions while at the Lon- 
don Conference a treaty dealing with 
guxiliary vessels was secured only upon 
the American acceptance of a limitation 
in the heavy cruiser class so necessary 
tous. Only at Geneva did the American 
delegates refuse to give away our rights 
in the interest of an agreement. 

So far the conversations have not pro- 
gressed beyond the discussion of the 
qestion of parity, and so far the British 
and American positions are opposed to 
the Japanese stand. If this problem is 
gsmehow settled, then the American dele- 
ation will be lined against the other 
two in their certain demand for reduc- 
tion in the size of battleships and a fur- 
thr limitation on the number of large 
cruisers. 

The Japanese delegates at London, ac- 
wording to the dispatches this week, de- 
dded not to accept an informal proposal 
yy the British, looking to a compromise 
m the question of parity. The British 
plan, submitted at a meeting between the 
British and Japanese on Wednesday, 
was: first, to recognize Japan’s right to 
rity, but Japan would promise not to 
exercise that right; second, the Nippon 
plan for limiting navies on the total ton- 
mge basis would be agreed to, but 
limitation by categories and number of 
ships would continue; and third, the 
Japanese demand for reducing “offen- 
sive” ships would be changed. The Brit- 
ish plan was not formally refused, but 
it was indicated that it would be turned 
down, in such a manner, however, as to 
fermit further negotiations. 

Japan, already well advanced on her 
Manchurian adventure and determined 
won a position as a leading world 
power, will undoubtedly allow the treat- 
les to go by the board rather than ac- 
cpt anything appreciably less than 
what she demands. in the opinion of most 
observers, She probably rightly believes 
that the United Stafes would not carry 
ot its right to establish a base in the 
Aleutions or in the Far East’if the 
Washington treaties lapse, and is willing 
fogamble that we would not match her 
in a building race, despite our greater 
Wealth, She has already intimated that 
the will build the smaller battleships 
Which suit her needs, and which would 
hot cost anything like the sum which re- 
uaeent of our capital ships will re- 

re, 

Already the internationalists in this 
country are demanding that we “save” 
the London negotiations by abandoning 
“ir opposition to Japanese parity and 
tdopt a policy based on the principle of 
“territorial defense.’ The Foreign

An agreement admitting the 
principle of defensive equality for Japan, 
but providing for the approximate main- 
tenance of present tonnages on the 
ground that they are adequate for de- 
fense of existing territorial interests. 

“Such an agreement might include a 
right of denunciation when any power 
believes that its defense needs have 
changed. In such case a new confer- 
ence would have to be summoned.” 

So far, there has been no sign of 
weakening on the part of the Adminis- 
tration. With a treaty Navy in prospect, 
it is not believed that the Government 
will give in to Japan on the question of 
parity or to the British and Japanese on 
the questions of battleships and cruis- 
ers with nothing in return. If the Japan- 
ese, used to the Americans “saving” the 
arms conference by “high-minded” sacri- 
fices, persist, the reply will probably be 
in the form of a request in the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress for additional 


ships. 





Letters to the Editor 
Privileges of Non-Promotion List 
Eprror, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In the October 20th issue of your 
journal appeared an apparently anony- 
mous article entitled “Army Rank and 
Privilege’ to which Major X, one of the 
intended goats, desires to reply. Al- 
thou the fit of the proverbial coat shows 
very poor tailoring, measurements hav- 
ing been carelessly taken, this writer has 
decided it was originally designed for 
him: has put it on and is entirely dis- 
satisfied with the finished garment, the 
following glaring defects having been 
noted: 

First—Major X had no more control 
over the date of his birth than did 
Captain Y, entered the regular army in 
the grade of 2nd Lieutenant in July 1917 
at the age of 21 and reached his ma- 
jority at the age of 35 in 1931 after 14 
years service. Captain Y entered the 
army as a First Sergeant of a National 
Guard Co. in June 1916 and the regular 
army as a First Lieutenant in July 1920. 
His promotion to Captain followed as 
of the same date through circumstances 
accompanying the increase in the army 
strength. He attained his Captaincy 4 
years in advance of Major X and at 
present is then, a year and a half older 
than Major X instead of years as the 
wording of the article was meant to 
convey. 

Second—When Captain Y reaches the 
top of the Captain’s list he will be re- 
quired to undergo a physical examina- 
tion only for his promotion, while Major 
X, as well as all other Medical Depart- 
ment Officers, must be examined men- 
tally and professionally as well as phys- 
ically for promotion. This examination 
extends through all grades from Lieu- 
tenant to Colonel. 

Third—Captain Y brought nothing to 
the army except a presumably sound 
body, received his professional training 
at the expense of the U. S. and enjoyed 
its privileges while Major X and all 
other professional members of the Medi- 
cal Department were educated and pre- 
pared for service at personal expense 
and effort. Why shouldn’t they be shown 
some slight consideration? 

Fourth—The dream of Captain Y’s 
eminent fitness to command a regi- 
ment and possibly a division, in the 
event of war, is due to indigestion 
rather than having foundation of 
fact. No officer is qualified to com- 
mand, to use the words of an emi- 
nent Major General (of the line), who 
is so narrow and self centered as to 
believe that wars or battles are won by 
combat troops alone. The so called non- 
combatants will put in as many weary 
hours and relatively as great a propor- 
tion will be actually at the firing line and 
assigned to line organizations as are 
officers of the line. In addition, in order 
to perform his duties efficiently, the 





Medical and Veterinary officer must 
know the’ essential tactics of all the 
arms, the strength in men and.animals 
of each unit, their distribution in each 
type of engagement and the effect of 
terrain features on probable casualty ex- 
pectancy so that he may make intelligent 
recommendations for the location of, and 
operate effectively the numerous medical 
and veterinary installations necessary in 
conflict. All this in addition to a thor- 
ough knowledge of his strictly profes- 
sional duties. In peace time veterina- 
rians (the Majors X) are responsible for 
the quality and soundness of meat and 
its products consumed by the army and 
the rigid supervision of the sources of 
milk supply and places where it is pro- 
cessed. This in addition to making 
reemmendations calculated to prevent 
disease and injury among army animals 
and the rendition of timely and effective 
treatment when they occur. Fortunately 
this responsibility is recognized by high 
authority, if not by Captain Y. 

Fifth—In refutation of the erroneous 
statement concerning the ranking of 
Captain Y's quarters by Major X, the 
real facts are: Major X was required to 
live in a small hot, undesirable set for 
nine months while Captain Y enjoyed 
the privileges of a new and altogether 
desirable one. Another veterinarian lived 
in one of the former sets for a year and 
a quarter before he was allowed his due 
and then only after investigation by the 
post inspector. Although garrison regu- 
lations provided for allowing officers 
who were due to arrive within a stated 
period to select quarters by proxy, all 
desirable ones were invariably filled by 
line officers just prior to the arrival on 
the post of a medical or veterinary offi- 
cer. Can you figure that out? Major X, 
when finally allowed to move was per- 
mitted no choice in the selection of the 
particular set to occupy but instead was 
required to rank the lowest ranking 
captain occupying what was then field 
officer’s sets. The unfortunate officer 
happened to be Captain Y. Recently an- 
nounced policy authorized selection of 
vacated quarters by officers entitled to 
the same, the senior officer applying to 
he awarded the set but when Major X 
desired to select a set on the opposite 
side of the street, under the provisions 
of above, where there was a level garage 
entrance, and lawn, shaded poreh in the 
late afternoon, adequate refrigerator and 
numerous other advantages he was de- 
nied the privilege in favor of another 
Captain. The reference to deteriorated 
floors in the article mentioned In a mali- 
cious falsehood. Captain Y, on the other 
hand, did allow nail holes, to the extent 
of about 75 to be made in the walls of 
the disputed quarters. In all fairness is 
Captain Y so much more entitled to the 
privileges of a decent set of quarters 
than Major X? I sincerely hope that 
worthy line officers will be benefited by 
corrective promotion legislation but not 
at the expense of the Majors X and 
Medical Officers in general as advocated 
by the defenders of Captain Y. Two 
veterinarians among 500 line officers can 
not make a great difference in the 
chances of securing desirable quarters at 
any post in spite of the announced belief 
in the article referred to. 

My recommendation is to leave the 
promotion scheme in the medical depart- 
ment alone and then for line officers to 
forget petty jealousies and agree on 
some scheme of promotion for them- 
selves. Until they agree among them- 
selves, congress will never help them. 
And my last piece of advice to the Cap- 
tains Y is to forget the seeming advan- 
tage of medical officers over the line and 
consider the long hours of thankless 
work, hard study and many interrupted 
slumbers that are the medical officer’s 
lot.
